EFFERSON CITY, April 23.—Gov. 


adliey applied the ‘‘big stick’’- to the 


General Assembly today in a special 
message calling attention to the fact 
that bills necessary to meet a $2,000,000 
deficit.in the State revenue have been 
either ignored or defeated. 

“According to the estimates prepared,’’ 
pays the Governor, ‘“‘the revenue needed 
for the carrying on of the government 
for the present biennial period, together 
with the deficiency appropriations, 
amount to $11,000,000, while the available 
revenues have been estimated at about 
$8,000,000. 

Recounts His Recommendations. 

‘"To meet this deficiency, I have made, 
after careful study and consultation 
with those who have given special study 
and investigation to the question of tax- 
ation, the following suggestions as to 
the additional sources from which more 
revenue can properly and fairly be se- 
cured: 

“First.—A tax upon the franchise of 
corporate existence. 

“Second—A tax. upon direct 
ances. | 

“Third.—A Hcense upon wholesale 
liquor dealers, clubs engaged in the sale 
of intoxicating liquors and retail liquor 
dealers other than dramshop keepers, 
who are now taxed. 

“Fourth.—The abolishment of our pres- 
ent farcical system for the inspection of 
coal ofl and gasoline, from which no 
revenue is derived by the State, and thie 
enactment of a law providing for the 
proper inspection of coal oil and gaso- 
line, from which it is estimated that be- 
tween $150,000 and $200,000 will be raised 
by the State each year.” 

Would Tax Franchises. 

“All of these recommendations,”’ con- 
tinues the Governor, “‘sought to make 
subject to taxation, franchises or privi- 
leges whieh are enjoyed by and which 
are of value to the individual and which 
now escape taxation. The franchise of 
corporate existence is a franchise or 
privilege conferred by the State which 
is of value to the individuals who se- 
cure it and which is not taxed. 

“Such franchise values are taxed, how- 
ever, in many states of the Union, and 
in some of them a tax of $1 on each 
$1000 of capitalization is imposed—four 
times the tax proposed by the bill which 
I have recommended to’ you. It is, in my 
opinion, a manifest discrimination in fa- 
vor of the corporation and against the

‘ $ndividual for the State to longer permit 


the franchise of corporate existence to 
remain untaxed. 

“To receive an inheritance is a privi- 
lege conferred upon the individual by 
the State for which the individual pays 
nothing to support the Government 
which secures to him this privilege.

world. 

“No good reason can, in my opinion, 
be offered as to why a reasonable tax 
upon inheritances, above a reasonable 
exemption, should not be paid by those 
who enjoy this privilege. 

Wholesale Liquor Tax. 

“The right to sell liquor at wholesale, 
through a club organization, or at retail, 
is another privilege that is conferred by 
law and not subjected to taxation.

Hattie Yarbrough ‘Last Seén in 
Springfield, Mo., Where 
Trail Was Lost. 





SPRINGFIELD, Mo., April 23.—In 
their search for Hattie Yarbrough, 
charged with complicity in the assassina- 
tion of John Bullet, a well-known In- 
dian lawyer of Claremore, Ok., Oklaho- 
ma officers say they have learned that 
Bullet and Hattie Yarbrough lived in 
Joplin until February of this year and 
were known as man and wife. 

After Bullet's death, they sav, letters 
from Hattie Yarbrough to him were 
found threatening his life if he married 
any other woman. 

Pullet was shot to death in his office 
by someone who stood in the dark out- 
side, April 15, the day before his be- 
trothal to Miss Pearl Eddleman of Mus- 
kogee was to be announced. Claremore 
officers say Hattie Yarbrough was in 
Claremore the night of the shooting. 

They were informed that she had come 
to Springfield, where she formerly lived, 
but have been unable to find her there. 
They have searched surrounding towns 
in vain. 

Following the shooting Hattie Yar- 
brough is alleged to have gone to Tulsa, 
where she rechecked her baggage for 
St. Louis and made an engagement with 
a companion for Saturday. Sheriff 
Stephens of Claremore, hearing of the 
appointment, telegraphed police head- 
quarters at St. Louis, it is stated, to 
arrest her. The St. Louis police were 
unable to find the woman, and officers 
have since been tracing rumors. 

Policeman William O’Brien said today 
he saw Hattie Yarbrough Tuesday aft- 
ernoon on Commercial street. 

When last seen in Springfield, on Feb. 
9, she said she had been living at Joplin 
and was the wife of John Bullet. She 
said they had packed their household 
goods at Joplin and that she was on 
her way to San Antonio, Tex., for her 
health, and she was to be met at San 
Antonio by Bullet. Bullet left Joplin 
about the time she was in Springfield.

Attorneys for Mrs. Lucas and hér 
son at once filed motions for a vew 
trial. Mrs. Showalter, widow of the 
murdered man, was in court Zo hear 
the verdict and wept when it was an- 
nounced, 

Showalter disappeared Act. 19, 1905, 
after spending the day/in Mount Car- 
mel, and his body” was found six 
months later, burfed in the sands of a 
creek across the Wabash River from 
Mount patos 

Beztesd to Death With Club. 

SeveraY months later Mrs. Lucas and 
‘her son were arrested after the neigh- 
oors’ had told cf seeing Showalter 
run from the Lucas house with Jesse 
rLucas in pursuit. Lucas beat Sho- 
walter with a club until he fell dead, 
they said, and Mrs. Lucas and her son 
then carried his body in a quilt to- 
ward the Wabash River. Robbery was 
said to be the motive of the murder. 

All the testimony was completed last 
night. Mrs. Lucas and her son denied 
they had ever seen Showalter or knew 
anything of his death. They denied he 
was in their house the day of his death. 

Oscar B. Williamson, a civil engineer, 
sowed a plat of the streets and houses 
near the Lucas home, and testified that 
the eye witnesses who told how they 
saw Jesse Lucas kill Showalter as he 
ran from the Lucas home could not 
have seen what they described from the 
windows where they sald they sat.

red -fezs or red and green turbans on 
their heads. 

‘Every point ef vantage was occupied 
the soldiers and the mosque was 
completely surrounded by them; regi- 
ments of cavairy filled a nearby open 
field. The avenue leading from the 
mosque to the palace gate freshly 
sprinkled with white sand that the Sul- 
tan might have an undefiled ‘path to 
his palace of worship was lined four 
and six feet deep by the troops of the ~ 
empire.

HMAN EMPEROR 





Silver Ornamented Book Is 
Inscribed in Kaiser’s Own 
Handwriting. 


A large, sfiver ornamented Bible, dedi- 
cated in the German Emperor’s own 
hand and with his autograph, has been 
sent to St. Louis as the imperial gift 
to the congregation of the Holy Ghost 
German Evangelical Church, the golden 
jubilee of which will be celebrated 
May 2. 

The Bible, which is 16x24 inches, is 
bound in leather and the outer covers 
are richly embellished, engraved and 
wrought with silver symbols of the 
Twelve Apostles and other symbols of 
sacred meaning. 

On the day of the jubilee celebration 
the Bible will formally be presented to 
the church by Max von Loehr, German 
Consul to St. Louis, and the acceptance 
will be made by Dr. Pedro Ilgen, pastor 
of the church. 

The Holy Ghost Church is at Grand 
and Page avenues. Like many of the 
large churches of the ‘West End, it first 
was downtown. Services were held in 
1833, but the church was not formally 
organized until 1834. Only three min- 
isters preceded Dr. Ilgen in the pastor- 
ate. They were the Revs. Frederick 
Picker, Hugo Krebs and John Eber- 
hard.

WASHINGTON, April 23.—By a vote 
of 436 to 428 Mrs. Matthew T. Scott of I1- 
linois was today declared elected presi- 
dent-general of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution over Mrs. William 
Cumming Story of New York.

On an avenue, or on a street divid- 
ed by an avenue, parkway or any ob- 
struction, vehicles pass to the right.

No vehicle shall stop with its left 
side to a curb, and no vehicle shall 
stop in any street except at the 
right-hand curb, and so as not to ob- 
struct a crossing. 

No vehicle shall back to make a 
turn in any street if by so doing it 
interferes With other vehicles, but 
shall go around a block or to another 
“street sufficiently wide to turn in 
“without backing. 

In slowing up or stopping, some 
signal must be given the vehicles im- 
‘mediately behind. Before backing, 
warning must be given to other ve- 
hicles. 

If a vehicle passing along the right 
side of e street is to be stopped in 
front of a place on the left side, the 
driver must make a complete turn in 
direction before coming to a halt so 

. the curbing will be at his right hand. 
' The police are made the arbiters in all 
matters reitaing to the enforcement of 
the law, and the word of a policeman is 
declared to be final.

Deposed President- Tells Fel- 
low Passengers of Plans 
Frustrated by Banishment. 








STOPS AT ST. NAZAIRE 


Venezuelan Tells Correspon- 
dents He Considers Himself 
a Prisoner of War. 





ST. NAZAIRBE, April 28.—The 
steamship Versailles with Cipriano 
Castro, the deposed President of Ven- 
ezucla aboard, arrived here at day- 
light. An intimate friend of Castro 
and a number of Venezuelans and 
journalists boarded the vessel as soon 
as possible. 

Before Senor Castro left his cabin 
he sent for 2 newspaper correspond- 
ent and sitting up in bed with a night 
cap on his head, delivered a long and 
rambling harangue. His remarks were 
directed principally against the Unit- 
ed States for “playing into the hands 
of his enemies in Venezuela and send- 
ing warships to follow his move- 
ments.” 

He declared Venezuela was lost if 
the people submitted like slaves to 
foreign meddling. 

Referring fo"¥rance, Castro said he 
was astonished that a country which 
had. shed torrents of blood in the 
cause of liberty should join in the 
cabal against him. He then declared 
the motion of the ship had reopened 
the wourd of the operation performed 
at Berlin, that his condition was ex- 
tremely serious and that he must have 
immediate medical attention. 

Calls Himself Prisoner. 

When asked regarding his future 
plans, the deposed President said he 
had made none, as he consiered him- 
self a prisoner of war. When in- 
formed that the French Government 
gave him full Mberty, he replied: 

“But I am not free if I desire to 
return to Fort de France and cannot. 
France should respect the rights of 
man proclaimed a century ago.” 

In spite of his assertion that he did 
not know what he was going to do, 
it later became clear that Castro had 
planned to go to Paris. His baggage 
was taken ashore and placed on a 
train and he left at once for the cap- 
ital. 

Passengers on the Versailles said 
that when Castro was brought on 
board the steamer at Fort de France 
He declared that if he had been al- 
lowed to make his way to Venezuela 
he would soon have raised an army to 
overthrow his enemies.

I want 
to see you about that case.’’ 

“Yes? Where shall we meet?’ 

“Dick Kent's saloon, 3 o’clock.” 

Cooper reported the progress of events 
to Chief Smith, who sent for Knufsky 
and laid the matter before him. Knuf- 
sky consented to ald the detectives by 
giving his lawyer $60 in marked bflls. 

The meeting place was changed to the 
saloon at 2600 Clark avenue. Chief 
Smith, with Murphy and Quinn, waited 
outside, while Cooper went inside to 
reet Trimmer. 


‘Better Than House Delegates.”’ 
In a short time Cooper emerged, ex- 


hibiting the money in his hand. That 
was the signal agreed upon. The three 
detectives entered the saloon and arrest- 
ed Trimmer.

Dr. N. E. Mills 
of University City says she has a slight 
ig hance for recovery. 

In a short period of consciousness aft- 
er she had been carried to her home at 
6608 Crest avenue Saturday afternoon 
she said a man grabbed her as she was 
coming from the wood shed, that he 
choked her and carried her a quarter of 
a mile to the bank of a creek. She was 
found there six hours later with her 
clothing in shreds. 

Elmer Clark, 47 years old, and his 
son, Frank, 16, are held in the Clayton 
Jail on technical charges of vagrancy. 
They deny knowledge of the attack on 
Hazel. 

Clark and his son have been living 
in a tent half a_mile from where the 
girl was found. The information on 
which they are held was furnished by 
Daniel Blair, 12 years old. 

Saw Man With Girl. 

Daniel and several other boys were 
Playing in a pasture lot Saturday. He 
Saw a man carrying Hazel toward the 
creek. He says that he thought noth- 
ing of this at the time. He says he 
knew that Hazel was a good singer and 
he thought the man was a relative or 
friend who was fishing in the creek and 
wanted the girl to sing for him. 

After the girl had been carried home, 
her brother, Eddie, told Daniel Blair 
she had been found by a redheaded 
boy. Eddie and Daniel went out to look 
for this boy and they saw Elmer Clark 
near the tent in which he lives on the 
Olive street road. Daniel told Consta- 
ble Bode that Clark was the man he 
had seen going to the creek with Hazel 
in his arms. 

Angry citizens threatened violence to 
Clark and his son, but they were spir- 
ited away by Bode. 

In one particular the elder Clark does 
not answer the description given by 
Daniel Blair. The boy says the man he 
saw had heavy hair over his forehead. 
Clark {is bald.

Frank H. Gerhart, free bridge cham- 
pion and chain-lightning orator on the 
Terminal monopoly, has returned in a 
giow of indignation from Springfield, 


Ill., where he went to speak before the 
Appropriation Committee of the Illinois 
House of Representatives on House bill 
668, which provides for the appropria- 
tion of $300,000 by the State for the ac- 
quisition of land for a bridge approach 
en the Illinois side. 

“It seems very strange to me,” said 
Gerhart, “that no’ official of St. Louis 
would go to Springfield and advocate 
the passage of a bill that contemplated 
the appropriation of $200,000 for our free 
bridge, but that it was left to a private 
citizen to make the journey at his own 
expense. 

‘‘Wednesday morning I received a let- 
ter from Representative C. A. White 
of O’Fallon, asking me to go to Spring- 
field to explain the work being done for 
the free bridge and why it was neces- 
sary for the State of Illinois to do its 
share. 

Terminal Lobby There. 

“It is a good bill and should pass and 
I told Mr. White I would go. The Com- 
mittee on Appropriations was to close 
the hearing Wednesday and I caught a 
car across the bridge and another on 
the East Side and arrived in Springfield 
at 4 o’clock. Ten minutes later I was 
before the committee and was speaking. 

“T found that the Terminal Associa- 
tion had a strong lobby before the com- 
mittee trying to knock the bill out. The 
opposition to the bill was represented 
by Cramer & Cramer, attorneys for the 
Terminal. The fight the Terminal was 
making was from behind some smal! 
tradesmen of East St. Louis, who were 
represented as fearing that the free 
bridge would kill their business and 
take their trade across the river into 
St. Louis. 

“I told them that if they feared this 
the only way to stop it was to dyna- 
mite the Eads Bridge, scuttle the fer- 
ries and make it a crime punishable 
for a native of East St. Louis 
to cross the river into St. Louis. If 
«ney wanted to come to St. Louis te 
trade the free bridge would make it 
no easier for them, for they would 
have to pay 5 cents anyway if they rode 
across the free bridge cn a street car. 

Questions by Committee. 

“East St. Louls was at the meeting 
with a sledge hammer. Representative 
Flannigan of East St. Louis sat at the 
ear of Representative Shanigan, chair- 
man, and eften suggested questions to 
put to me, 

‘How do you expect that any of 
the railroads in the combine will use 
the free bridge?’ asked the chairman. 

“‘Now you are asking a thorough 
Terminal question,’ I replied. ‘My an- 
swer is that any tidewater road on 
the mileage basis that uses the [Free 
Bridge will put the others out of busi- 
ness. Here are some railroads that 
are not members of the Terminal oll- 
garchy that will use the bridge; the 
Chicago & Eastern Illinois, the Clover 
Leaf, which owns the Chicago & Alton, 
and the Iowa Central, the St. Louis & 
Troy and the Chicago, Peoria & St. 
Louis. These are alf big coal roads. 
Also, none of the electric lines is tied 
up to the Terminal.’ 


Mayor Cook for the Bill, 
*“T was asked how much Missouri had 


offered to pay of the expense of the 
Free Bridge, and I reminded the com- 
mittee that Missouri is facing a heavy 
deficit and that the great city of St. 
Louis had not asked the State to 
spend a cent on the Free Bridge. But 
I reminded them that it was East St. 
Louls that was gravitating toward St. 
Louis, and net St. Louis te the East 
Side. 

“I don’t know how the committee will 
report the bill. It should be passed, 
but will not be if the Terminal Asso- 
ciation succeeds through its lebby, its 
attorneys and by working on the fears 
of the representatives that the small 
merchants of East St. Louis will lose 
money. But Mayor Cook and other 
progressive men of East St. Louis see 
the benefit the bridge will be to East 
St. Louls, and Mayor Cook spoke for 
it before the committee.”’

Senator Warner Is No Longer 
Sure Appointment Will

While politicians at Washington speak 
dubiously of Col. R. C. Nerens’ chances 
cf going to Vienna as ambassador, ‘‘his’’ 
paper, the: New York Mail, Wednesday 
published this dispatch from Washing- 
ton: 4 

That Richard C. Kerens of St. 
Louis will be the new Ambassador 
to Austria, viee .Francis of New 
York was admitted today, 

Mr. Kerens is here for a meeting 
of the Catholic University managers 
and gives the impression he will ac- 
cept the office, 

Some months ago, while he was in 
Kerens gave out an 
in which he said he had 
the newspaper business’”’ 
had bought interests in 
the Evening Mail, formerly the Mail 
:.nd Express, and the St. Louis Times. 
He referred to them as “my papers”’ 
and spoke of the Washington corre- 
spondent of the two publications as 
“my correspondent.” 

His presence in Washington and the 
wording of the telegram to the Mail 
are taken by persons familiar with the 
situation at the capital to indicate that 
the dispatch was inspired by the colonel 
himself, who directed ‘‘his’’ correspond- 
ent to send it. 

His Chanees Not Good. 

On the other hand; a dispatch from 
Washington to the Post-Dispatch Fri- 
day says there is grave doubt that the 
Colonel will get the plum he so ardently 
desires as a sort of consolation prize 
in the game of politics at which he long 
has played a losing hand. 

The Colonel is in Washington to at- 
tend a meeting of the trustees of the 
Catholic University. The dispatch from 
Washington said the Colonel announced 
Thursday that he would call on the 
President, but ‘‘merely to pay his re- 
spects.”’ 

In recounting Washington gossip rela- 
tive to the Colonel’s diplomatic aspira- 
tions, the dispatch said: 

“The St. Louisan who has struggled 
for 20 years to become Senator from 
that State is not particularly hopeful 
at present of getting the Austrian dip- 
lomatic post. A month ago Senator 
Warner of Missouri was so sure the ap- 
pointment would be made that he an- 
nounced it as a practical certainty to 
friends, but even Senator Warner is 
puzzled now. The Senator's interest in 
the appointment is that it would take 
Mr. Kerens out of the State, where his 
money and his pelitical activity menace

the Senate two years hence. 
“Secretary of Commerce and Labor 
Nagel, who is also of St. Louis, is not 
in favor of the appointment of Mr. 
Kerens: He could not be consistently, 
as the two represent entirely antagonis- 
tic factions of the Missouri Republicans. 
But it is known that*Mr. Nagel, having 
once stated his views on the subject, 
has taken the position that if the Presi- 
dent insists on appointing Mr. Kerens, 
Nagel will not fight the appointment. 


Kerens Spent Large Sum. 

“The opposition to Kerens that has 
held up the nomination and that 
promises to prevent it altogether, has 
come from his home State. It has 
been represented to the President that 
while Kerens has spent large sums 
of money in Missouri, $50,000 by his 
own statement, in the last campaign, 
all the money has been spent to ad- 
vance his own interests. 

“It is further pointed out that when 
Missouri finally got a chance to make 
a Senator, after the Reosevelt elec- 
tion, Mr, Kerens’ own party repudiat- 
ed him and\selected William Warner 
of Kansas City. Also, that after the 
last election. when Mr. Taft carried 
the State Kerens ran last in the Re- 
publican primaries for Senator. 

“The opposition to Kerens has come 
from men in Missouri, whom the Pres- 
ident knows personally and on whose 
Judgmen: he relies.”

There will be no income tax. Recreant Repub- 
lican senators may join with determined Demo- 
cratic senators in its support, but when final pres- 
sure is brought to bear this feature wil] be elim- 
inated from the Aldrich-Payne tariff bill if, in- 
deed, it ever attains the dignity of being num- 
bered among its august provisions. 

The reason there will be no income tax is be- 
cause the force behind the tariff bill ‘does not 
want one. Senator Aldrich is opposed to it. 
Senator Aldrich is the chosen representative 
and spokesman of the men on whom such 
a tax would falk most heavily. The infiu- 
It has al- 
ready been exerted to whip President Taft into 
line. 

It is the same force which succeeded in forever 
silencing Theodore Roosevelt on the question of 
tariff revision. Mr. Roosevelt began life as a 
free trader. When he became President he was 
an advocate of tariff revision. But he  be- 
came suddenly and unexpectedly silent on the 
subject and the views he had promised to incor- 
porate into a message were forever unexpressed. 

Mr. Taft has on several occasions declared him- 
self in favor of an income tax. When he first be- 
came a presidential possibility he caused conster- 
nation by speaking out boldly for tariff revision. 
It was a time when “tariff revision’”’ meant noth- 
ing in the world but lower duties. Then he be- 
came constantly more guarded in his statements 
until he was recorded not as favoring revision, 
but an adjustment, “up as well as down.” 

We see the same wavering and hesitancy now 
in regard to the income tax. He favoredit. Then 
he favored it if necessary. Now it is a “last re- 
sort.” Tomorrow it will be unnecessary because 
Senator Aldrich is assured his bill will supply 
all the revenue needed. 

What is this tremendous influence that muzzles 
the mouths of Republican presidents and stops 
the operation of their consciences? 
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St. Louis has 2218 saloons—one for every 320 
men, women and children, or one for every 64 
men. Half the number, orderly and well regu- 
lated, would be more than enough.

THE LAW OF, THE ROAD. 

The “laws of the road’ ordinance which has 
been drafted for presentation in the Municipal 
Assembly offers a comprehensive regulation of all 
vehicles, including street cars and motor cars, 
and defines the police power of superintendence 
and enforcement. 

It is said that the Automobile Club of St. Louis 
has had a hand in the construction of this meas- 
ure, which is meant to prevent accidents or reduce 
the number to a minimum. This is a hopeful 
sign of interest in a quarter where interest should 
be most active and efficient. 

Whether or not the people who are run down 
and killed or maimed by automobile speeders are 
themselves to blame is beside the question. The 
fact is that automobiles are at large; and that 
speeding and reckless driving are common oc- 
currences is a fact which mostof us must accept 
as a fact on the evidence of our senses. And 
autoists themselves are the very people who have 
the sharpest interest to put a stop to the mur- 
derous sport. If there is-any ground for the 
“prejudice” against automobiles in town or coun- 
try it has been prepared by chauffeurs and own- 
ers who disregard .considerations of good sense 
and humanity and who are not checked by the 
censures of the sane spirits of their own corps. 

General regulation of all vehicles is desirable. 
But the main thing is to bring flighty autoists 
to their senses. And once the ordinance is passed 
its effectiveness will depend very considerably 
upon the disposition of motorists in general. 
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So then President Taft will advocate the in- 
come fax only “as a last expedient,” which is to 
say he will advocate justice only as a last ex- 
pedient.

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THE INITIATIVE CLAUSE. 

For the statements that the initiative in ref- 
erence to prohibition or anything else cannot 
be put into operation without an enabling act, 
there seems to be no foundation. The amend- 
ment providing for the initiative and referendum 
adopted last November concludes: 

“Petitions and orders for the Initiative and ref- 
erendum shall be filed with the Secretary of State, 
and in submitting the same to the people he, and 
all other officers, shall be guided by the general 
laws and the act submitting this amendment, until 
legislation shall be especiafly provided therefor.”

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THE GROWING AUTOMOBILE INDUSTRY. 

Two years ago the automobile industry had 
not grown to proportions that forbade easy tab- 
ulation of the factories and the amount and value 
of their annual output. Today the industry is re- 
ferred to in general terms and it is an unusually 
well-informed dealer who knows half the varie- 
ties made. 

This week one factory decided to increase its 
capital from $250,000 to $1,000,000 and enlarge its 
capacity to 7000 machines a year. This concern 
makes no expensive cars, but its new product will 
have a market value of at least $7,000,000 a year. 

Five years ago it was estimated that the total 
annual output of motor cars was 12,000. Next 
year this one factory will turn out 7000. In 1908 
the total production was 55,000 cars, valued at 
$122,000,000. 

It is doubtful if there is an industry in the 
United States that is growing as rapidly. It em- 
psoys only the most skilled workmen and re- 
quires machinery of the finest kind. It produces 
what we regard: as a luxury. It seems to have 
been very slightly stayed by the business depres- 
sion. It has revived quickly and it is now no- 
ticeable that the factories are behind their orders. 
What the future holds for this expanding industry 
can only be imagined.
